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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over Huxter 
(2002/0103724). 

Re Claim 1: Huxter discloses attempting a delivery at a primary location; and if 
the delivery fails, delivering the parcel to a preferred redirection location; wherein the 
preferred redirection location is selected by the recipient (see 109 in Figure 8). 

Re Claim 2: Huxter discloses further comprising notifying the recipient that the 
parcel has been delivered to the preferred redirection location (see 340 in Figure 10A). 

Re Claim 3: Huxter discloses wherein the notification step comprises sending an 
email to the recipient (see 1207 in Figure 4 and [0123]). 

Re Claim 4: Huxter discloses wherein the notification step comprises sending a 
SMS message to the recipient (see 1206 in Figure 4 and [0123]). 

Re Claim 5: Huxter discloses wherein the notification step comprises batching 
manual records of deliveries (see [0182]). 

Re Claim 6: Huxter discloses further comprising the recipient communicating with 
a delivery service to change the redirection location (see [0102]). 
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Re Claim 7: Huxter discloses wherein prior to step (a), the method further 
comprises registering with a delivery service (see Figure 8). 

Re Claim 8: Huxter discloses wherein the registration step comprises providing 
the preferred redirection location to the delivery service (see Figure 8). 

Re Claim 9: Huxter discloses wherein the registration step comprises providing 
the primary location to the delivery service (see Figure 8). 

Re Claim 10: Huxter discloses wherein the registration step comprises 
generating an identifier unique to the recipient (see 101-106 in Figure 8). 

Re Claim 1 1 : Huxter discloses wherein the registration step comprises 
generating an identifier unique to the transaction (see 21 1 in Figure 9). 

Re Claim 12: Huxter discloses wherein the primary location is a residential 
address of the recipient (see [0018]) and Figure 39). 

Re Claim 13: Huxter discloses further comprising: if the delivery to the preferred 
redirection location fails, delivering the parcel to a secondary redirection location (see 
Figure 40). 

Re Claim 14: Huxter discloses wherein the secondary redirection location is a 
default redirection location selected by a delivery organization (see [0234]).
